The claims of the application do not meet the requirements of PCT Article 6 and PCT Rule 
6.3(a) because the subject matter for which protection is sought is not defined. 

In particular, the claims relate to a method for generating C code and other related files from 
UML specifications, using for this purpose the tool < Model In Action >. 

However, the claims are too general and vague and do not go beyond a simple enumeration of 
the functionalities, without mentioning the technical means and the correlation thereof that 
ultimately leads to the claimed effect. 

Consequently, the claims are worded in such a way that the subject matter thereof is defined 
in terms of the result to be achieved, without providing the technical devices required to 
achieve said subject matter. 

Furthermore, the description does not meet the requirements of PCT Article 5, since it does 
not disclose in a sufficiently clear and complete manner the manner in which the above- 
mentioned generation should be executed. 

Consequently, the examiner is unable to identify any feature in respect of which a significant 
search can be carried out (PCT Article 17(2)(a)). 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims relating to inventions in respect of 
which no international search report has been established need not be the subject of an 
international preliminary examination (PCT Rule 66.1(e)). The applicant is advised that it is 
not normally the policy of the EPO in its capacity as International Preliminary Examining 
Authority to carry out a preliminary examination for subject matter that has not been 
searched.
